On the two most important political 
problems confronting the world, dis- 
armament and reparations, France is 
the central gation—and finds herself 
surrounded, except for half a dozen 
satellites, by candid critics. 

President Hoover's offer last June 
to postpone war debt payments if the 
allied nations suspended their repara- 
tions collections from Germany started 
the,movement toward putting France 
on the spot. 

First France objected, quite nat- 
urally from her own viewpoint, to 
foregoing reparations collections. In 
the end she did, but for some millions

Guillotine Today 


BY RICHARD D. MeMILLAN, 
PARIS, Dee. 25.—(UP)—For the’ 
first time since the French revolu- 


tion, a member of the aristocracy wil! 
go to his death of the guillotine to- 
morrow, when Georges Gauchet is ex- 
ecuted publicly outside the Sante 
prison, : 

Clemency for the 20-year-old heir 
to millions who, debauched by drugs. 
killed a Paris jeweler, was denied to- 
day. and the fearsome rites will be 
performed as thokgh Ganchet were 
an Apache from the lowest slums of 
the capital. 

Gauchet’s attorneys pleaded for a 
commutation to perpetual imprison- 
ment on Devils Island, on the 
grounds that their’ client was a vic- 
tim of drugs and unconscious of his 
crime. It had been believed, until to- 
day. that the young man would be 
saved, for President Paul Doumer. to 
whom the appeal went, always has 
been inclined on the mer¢iful side. 

A son of wealthy parents, and in 
his childhood pampered and spoiled, 


¢ Gauchet attributed his downfall to 


“too much money. He mixed with 
the gay crowds of Montmartre and 
the cabarets of Montparnasse, squan- 
dering a fortune and ruining him- 
self mentally and morally. 

ing with a blonde mistress, he 

suddenly discovered that. his funds 
were completely gone. He pursued a 
jewel dealer and beat him to death. 

After Gauchet had :been convicted, 
he demanded the death malty, and 
was enraged when his attorfeys an- 
nounced they would appeal for clem- 
ency 

Under the French law, executions 
must be public. The guillotine is 
erected outside the prison, and mor- 
bidly curious crowds are permitted 
to congregate_in its vicinity—but not 
close enough to obtain an intimate 
picture of the details. 

Executions are formal and brief: 
From the moment Gauchet is led from 
his prison -céll and ‘rushed up the 
steps of the scaffold, until the knife 
descends ending his life, only a few 
minutes. are consumed.

Total of 139 Casualties 
Is Recorded; Estelle 
Taylor Is Injured.

Springlike temperature opened a 
door through which tragedy bearing a 
heavy load in traffic ‘and other fatali- 
ties edged into the nation’s Christmas 
obecrv ance. A total of 139 lives were 
lost 

The mild weather filled the high- 
ways of nearly every state and, with 
few exceptions, each suffered losses in 
the list of 102 automobile deaths. 
Burns, falls and other incidents of the 
celebration swelled the fatal totals. 

Saddest in the list of tragedies was 
the collision in which seven worship- 
ers, five in one family, returning from 
a midnight mass were killed near Ba- 
tavia, N. Y., when their automobile 
was struck by a train. 

A youth taking his grandparents 
to a Christmas dinner in Oak Park, 
LiL, drove his automobile into the path 
of another train speeding Christmas 
celebrants to Chicago and the three 
were killed. 

One celebrity, Estelle Tayfor, mo- 
tion picture actress and former wife 
of Jack Dempsey, one-time heavy- 
weight champion, was a victim of an 
automobile collision in Hollywood, 
although her injuries were not 
serious. 

Accidental gun wounds, heart dis- 
ease and other accidents took 37 lives. 

Illinois suffered the heaviest.in holi- 
day automobile deaths with 18. New 
York, with its septule tragedy near 
Batavia, reported 16. New England 
had 11 metor accident deaths, the 
south 14, athe southwest 6 and the mid- 
dle west 25, exclusive of Illinois.

The survey of Terrell county, which 
has just been completed by Mr. Spur- 
lock, reveals that during the past year 
a total of $283,816 was expended by 


stuffs. As a result of the survey, 
however, it wa: learned that the peo- 
ple of the county generally are buy- 
ing more home-grown commodities 
than ever before, and even the stores 
ar: using more of the products that 
‘ grown locally. 

The farmers generally of Terrell 
county, some through necessity, are 
practicing diversified farming, as the 
result of which mapy farm products 
have been exported from the rounty, 

Through co-operative marketing 45 
carloads of watermelons were sold for 
$2,824.20; 1,410 crates of cantaloupes* 
at $1,646.50; 1,100 bushels of onions 
at $1,316. 

The total gross sales of hogs, poul- 
try, corn, watermelons, cantaloupes 
and onions amounted to $41,738.39, at 
a saving of approximately $2,821.28. 

The total amount of purchases made 
fo. farmers by the county agent was 
$804.65, at a saving of $321.28, giv- 
ing a grand total of purchases and 
sales of $42,543.01, at a total saving 
of $3,142.56. 

The results of the survey are to 
be used in mapping out a conservative 
farm program for Terrell county- for 
1932 that will make the farms of the 
county self-sustaining, with the pro- 
duction of food and feed stuffs for 
home consumption being the leading 
consideration in successfully carrying 
out the program.

SCIENCE GROUP PLANS 
NEW ORLEANS MEETING) 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 25.—(4)— 
Thirty-four scientific societies will 
hold sessions in the biggest annual sci- 
ence meeting of the western hemi- 
sphere, the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, beginning 
here December 28..: 

The sessions last a week, bringing 
together scientists from all over the 
United States and a few foreign visit- 
ors. Many of the discoveries of 1931 
will be brought out for the first time 
at the scientific sessions. 

Those attending are largely the 
“oure” scientist, men and women from 
colleges, high schools and laboratories 

where they work unknown and with 
little funds year in and year out, 
searching the unknown. 

From this branch of science come 
many discoveries, most of them at the 
moment of becoming public having 
little possible practical use. For this 
reason they do not attrgct much at- 
tention. 

But the histery of science and in- 
vention shows that from these same 
inconspicuous “pure” discoveries rise 
some of the greatest works of man. 

Scientists of every description will 
attend at New Orleans, including some 
of the leaders and the noted workers 
in applied science, the branch where 
laboratories are kept busy learning 
how to convert new .knowledge into 
practical use. 

This will be the second time the 
assocétation has met in New Orleans. 
The first was in December, 1905. 

The city has offered the municipal 
auditorium where ‘evening lectures for’ 
the public and the scientifie exhibition 
will be held. This exhibition of some 
of the wonders of scientific labora- 
tories promises to be the largest yet 
organized by the association. 

The scientific papers. will cover al- 
mest the entire rangé of ‘man’s curi- 
osity about the unknown. Advance 
indicate nearly 1,000 such 
papers will be read. Hvolution, Dusi-' 
ness economies, psychology, anthro- 
pology, zoology, physics, chemistry, 
botany, nature study, education, geol-, 
ogy, mathematics, social sciences, 
medicine, agriculture and engineering 
all will have special sessions.

They can detect 
and recognize evidences of gamé or 
wildlife which afe too well hidden 
she} or too-far distant for the poorly de- 
veloped ocular sense of the highly civ- 
ized urban dweller, 

A frequent inquiry in the mail is 
whether attending the movies is a 
strain on the eyes. 

It may have been injurious to the 
eyes Many years ago when flicker was 
the other name for moving pictures. 
There is no more strain in seeing a 
modern film than there is in sitting 
on the porch and observing the antics 
of the neighbors across the street. 

People who have a great deal of 
reading to do, as a daily occupation, 
and peeple who are engaged in occu- 
pations requiring much fine, close 
work, especially under artificial light, 
are likely to suffer from the strain of 
focusing the eyes for near vision. Such 
persons sometimes get a queer notion 
that they can counteract the effects 
of the eyestrain. by bathing the eyes 
with this or that, or by wearing some 
kind of eye shade. or tinted glasses 
or lenses to compensate the slight 
astigmatism or irregularity im the 
shape of the eyeball that everybody 
has. This is a mistake. 

Bathing the eyes with any lotion 
or solution is an unwise practice. It 
should be done only when the physi- 
cian advises it. The competent eye 
physician will never advise it unless 
there is some pathological condition in 
the individual case which indicates 
such treatment, and in such a case 
the competent oculist will not only 
specify what medicament or solution 
the patient is to use, but also pre- 
cisely how to supply it, how often, 
and for what length of time. 

Even if an eye bath or eye drops 
may be advisable in a given case, it 
surely is not wise to continue using 
the treatment indefinitely or as a mat 


ter of habit. -

At that time it was said 
that the suppression of bandits had 
proceeded so rapidly that continuation 
of the movement was unnecessary. 

The Japanese military command to- 
night was apparently awaiting further 
developments before ordering a gen- 
eral advance which the majority of 
observers here, Japanese and foreign 
alike, last week predicted would oc- 
cur by today. 

The official Japanese ‘communique 
tonight was silent on .the«day's~ de- 
velopments and was entirely devoted 
to yesterday's fighting in the region 
of Tienchuangtai and to minor 6p- 
erations against irregulars along the 
Mukden-Antung railway.

It also asserted that 
Chinese bodies, found when the Japa- 
nese occupied Tienchuangtai Decem- 
ber 23, were clothed in regular army 
uniforms beneath, civilian garb. 

The only troops outside of the 
South Manchuria railway zone were 
a battalion remaining at Tienchuang- 
tai and a detachment operating to the 
eastward of Liaochung, it was said.

PESHAWAR, India, Dec. 25.—() 
‘Growing unrest and lawlessness in the 
northwest frontier province led to the 
arrest today of Abdul Ghaffur Khan, 
chief of the “red shirt” movement, 
and the promulgation of three new 
ordinances designed to enable authori- 
ties to deal summarily with the situa- 
tion. 

With Abdul Ghaffur Khan, nick- 
named “The Frontier Gandhi,” were 
taken his brother, Dr. Khan Saheb, 
Khan Saheb’s son, Saad Ullah Khan, 
and Quazi Ata Ullah, an attorney 
from Mardan, as well as a dozen other 
minor personalities. Abdul Ghaffur 
Khan was ordered expelled from the 
province. 

The three new ordinances give 
northwest frontier province authori- 
ties wide powers to act for the main- 
tenance of peace and security. They 
will be empowered to arrest, detain 
and control suspected persons, to take 
possession of Buildings, to prohibit or 
limit accesses to certdin buildings and 
to regulate traffic. 


The provincial government may also 
control and supply any commodity of 
general use in any area if it considers 
it in the public interest to do so. The 
penalty for disobeying an order forbid- 
ding the entry and, or residence in 
any area is two years’ imprisonment 
or a fine oy both. One year’s impris- 
onment and a fine are provided as 
the punishment for any one who dis- 
suades others from entering thé ‘drhiy 
or who spreads false rumors. 

The constitution of special criminal. 
courts is provided for on the same 
lines as in Bengal. 


Instigation against the payment of 
certain notified liabilities is declared 
Wlegal and “associations dangerous to 
public peace” are banned. 

In a statement defending the ordi-

CORAL GABLES, Fla., Dee. 25.— 
(P)—A day after Christmas bugle will 
call thoroughbreds to the post at 
Tropical Park here for the first legal- 
ized horse racing in Florida. 

Tropical Park is under the direc- 
tion of Frank J. Bruen. former direc- 
tor of Hialeah Park and Havana 
race tracks and a former vice presi- 
dent and general manager of Madison 
Square Garden, Inc. The Tropical 
Park plant was built in quick order 
after voters of Florida gave their ap- 
proval August 20 to racing in Dade 
county under provisions of the new 
Florida racing law. 

Horsemen who have stabled their 
racers at Tropical Park and those 
who expect to van their racing stock 
from Hialeah Park, about five miles 
away, were enthusiastic today about 
the pee for an auspicious inau- 
gural tomorrow. 

The recently completed track was 
declared to be a fast one, with pros- 
pects of fast time in the seven races 
billed for tomorrow's opening meet. 
Hundreds of visitors thronged the 
plant today to inspect the track and 
its individual features before the gates 
are thrown open officially to racing 
enthusiasts tomorrow. 

Bruen has approximately 200 horses 
stabled at Tropical Park, it was an- 
nounced today, but he expects to draw 
many of his racing entries from 
Hialeah stables. Some concern was 
evinced by horsemen stabling at 
Hialeah with the appearance today 
of notices’ that those whbd vanned 
their horses from the Hialeah stables 
would be required to get new permits 
for their stable space, but many 
planned to run their horses at Trop- 
ical Park. '

Health President Charges 
Grid Hurts to “Dirty 
Play.” | 


_ NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—(?)}—Call- 
ing for changes in the rules to make 
tthe game less dangerous, Edward J. 
Storey, president of the new state 
health and physical education asso- 
ciation, places the blame for most 
football injuries on “dirty play.” 

In a letter to KE. K.. Hall, chair- 
man of ‘the football rules committee, 
Storey said there were five major 
causes of deaths from football this 
past season; 

Piling on after the man is downed 
and its cause, crawling. 

Illegal use of the hands on head 
and face. 

“Getting” the star player. 

Kickoff as now used (the 
method). 

Poor condition of players from 
coaching and. training. 

“Piling on, illegal use of hands,

LAKE PLACID, N. Y., Dec. 25. 
(/)—Seventeen nations will compete 
in the third Olympic winter games 
here February 4 to 13, it was an- 
nounced today by Dr. Godfrey Dew- 
ey, president of the games commit- 
tee, following. the close of the entry 
list last midnight, 


The nations entered are Austria, 
Belgium, Canada, Czechoslovakia, Fin- 
land, France, -Germany, Great Brit- 
ain, Italy, Japan, Hungaty, Norway, 
Poland, Rumania, Sweden, Switzer- 
land and the United States. 


More than 300 athletes represent- 
ing these nations already are en- 
tered and the list will be increased 
materially before January 21, the 
closing date for individual entries, 


Although economic conditions in 
Europe have in a few cases served to 
cut down the size of the visiting con- 
tingents, they have in no case cut 
down the quality of the competitors 
nor materially decreased the strength 
of the visiting teams. Virtually every 
winter sport star of Europe is en- 
tered. 

The United States has the largest 
team, and its 70 representatives will 
compete in all five of the major sports 
on the Olympic program—skiing, 
speed skating, figure skating, hockey 
and bobsledding. They also will ap- 
pear in the three demonstrations, sled 
dog racing, curling and women’s 
speed skating. 


Other large entry lists include Can- 
ada, 40; Germany, 35; Norway, 33; 
Sweden, 21; Switzerland, 20; Poland, 
20, and Japan, 16. 


With the exception of the Olympic 
afena, which will be completed by 
January 10, all of Lake Placid’s Olym- 
pic facilities are now in use. They 
were built at a cost of over a half- 
million dollars. There are 250 miles 
of ski trails.

America today disclosed that the big 
fellow from Wilmington, who cap- 
tured the Los Angeles and the west- 
ern open crowns during the year’s 
rush for fame over the fairways, aver- 
aged but 71.39 strokes for the 30 
matches he played against all-star 
fields. 


Right behind Dudley came Johnny 
Farrell, the debonair New York star, 
who averaged 71.8 shots for each 18- 
hole round against first-class compe- 
tition. Although Farrell failed to cap- 
ture an important title, he turned in 
his best golfing performances since he 
defeated Bobby Jones in that famous 
36-hole play-off for the national open 
championship at Olympia fields in 
1928, 

Farrell was the hardest-working 
professional of the year, the P. G. A. 
statistics revealed, contesting in. 36 
rounds of championship tournament 
play. A selected 30 rounds, the num- 
ber played bv Dudley, would have 
given him first place. 

The official averages for the lead- 
ing professional shotmakers of Ameri- 
ca were comparable with those of oth- 
er seasons, proving that the balloon 
ball and the prolonged heat wave did 
not materially affect the game as play- 
ed by experts. 

Several records were established, 
with Horton Smith’s great 278, ten 
shots under par, in the $10,000 St. 
Paul open being one of the smartest 
72-hole collections in the history of 
the eld Scotch pastime. 

Walter Hagen proved that he could 
not be regarded as a golfing relic just 
yet.

MEXICO APPROACHING 
BALANCE FOR BUDGET 


MEXICO CITY, Dec. 25.—-(7)— 
The finange department’s Christmas 
gift to the Mexican people was the 
promise of a balanced bndget during 
1932, with an anticipated income of 
slightly more than 213,000,000 pesos, 
and expenditures of slightiy under 
that amount. 

The department expected to reach 


the 213,000,000 figure without appli- | 


cation of the special extraordinary 
tax of 1 per cent on gross incomes 
decreed during this year, and which 
produced approximately 20,000,000 
pesos. 

This special tax is abolished as of 
January 1, 1932. 

Revenue increases are expected dur- 
ing next year on oil income in con- 
nection with new concessions issued 
petroleum companies. The textile in- 
dustry also is expected to yield great- 
er revenues, rnd an increase is ex- 
pected from liquor taxes. 


A decline is anticipated in export 
and impert incomes. Income from 
foreign imports is estimated at 53,- 
000,000 pesos, a decline of 44,000,- 
000 as compared with the year 1930. 

Existing taxes which will not be 
altered next year are income taxes 
and the 10 per cent charge on gross 
income of the national railways of 
Mexico. Mexico's federal income tax 
for next year is computed at 13,500,- 
000 pesos.
